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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims 
include several grammatical errors, such as using the word "equipments" instead of 
"equipment", "remaining" instead of "remainder", and "manufacturing" instead of 
"manufactured" in claim 1. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Campian (U.S. Patent 5,487,630). 

5. Regarding claim 1, Campian discloses a machining machine tool 10 of the type 
that requires the presence of annex equipments 114/116 operating the fluids stored in 
the tanks 106, said annex equipments 114/116 being linked by means of a frame 16 to 
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the remaining of the machine tool 10. wherein said frame 16 is manufacturing so as to 
create in its width a plurality of liquid proof compartments 106 (right and left half 
sections) capable of being used as tanks for fluids. 

6. Regarding claim 2, Campian discloses wherein said frame 16 is carrying boxes 
(formed by upper surface 102, lower surface (not labeled, see figure 6), side surfaces 
(one of which is labeled 20), and the divider between right and left half sections 106, 
see figure 6) containing said annex equipments (at least a portion of 1 14 and 1 16 is 
contained by the boxes to connect with the tanks 106, see figure 1) and is adopting the 
shape of a parallelepiped, at least a part of the volume of which is partitioned so as to 
form tanks 106 that are liquid proof among themselves. 

7. Regarding claim 4, Campian discloses wherein independent tanks 106 are pre- 
formed so as to be integrated into the width of said frame 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Campian. 

10. Regarding claim 3, Campian discloses wherein said frame 16 is provided, in 
communication with each tank, with at least one interface input/output (the holes in side 
20 as seen in figure 1) for the connection of said tanks 106 with said built-up annex 
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equipments 1 14/1 16. Campian does not distinctly disclose that the interfaces are 
provided on the upper part of the frame. However, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have placed the 
interfaces higher up on the frame to whatever location was desired for the purpose of 
design choice, since It has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only 
routine skill in the art.
